St. Loris, May 13.— An official state- 
ment published ibis morning says the 
first tiring at Camp Jackson, on Friday 
et cning, was some half-dozen shots near 
the head of the column of the First regi- 
tnsnt, occasioned by a volley of stones 
and pistol shots from the crowd, no one 
being hurt. At this point the second 
firing occurred from the rear of the col- 
umn guarding the prisoners. The crowd 
here was large, very abusive and one man 
discharged throe barrel* of a revolv er ot 
Lieutenant Saxon, of the regular service, 
many of the mob cheering hint and draw- 
ing revolvers and firingat the troop*. The 
man who commenced the attack then laid 
his pistol across his arm, and wa* raking 
deliberate aim at Lieutenant Saxon, when 
he was thrust through by a bayonet and 
tired upon at the same time and itiMnntlv 
killed. 

The column then moved on, Itav ng re- 
reived order* to inarch, ond the rear com- 
pany being assaulted by the crowd, and 
several of them shot, halted and lir-J, 
causing deaths as already reported. Tic- 
order was theu given by Captain Lyon to 
cease firing, which was promptly obi ve J. 

The principal arms taken from Gamp 
Jackson were four large seige howitzers, 
two ten-inch mortars, a large number of 
ten-inch shells ready charged, *otne five ! 
thousand United States muskets, supposed 
to be a portion of those taken from Baton 
Rouge Arscual. 

Thousands of people left the city yeater 
day in consequence of reports of ‘in ubor 
dination among the German troops and 
their threats to burn aud sack the city, but 
tho appearance of Harney - * proclamation 
ina great measure restored confidence, and 
many of those who left will probably r< 
turn tc-day. The eity is now quiet aud tiie 
highest hopes are entertained that no fur- 
ther disturbance will occur.
